PRIDE OF EOMONTON’S GARDENS 

Edmonton’s sweet pease and pan 
cies are the pride of the town in sum- 
mer. Where do they grow in richer 
profusion or depth ot bloom, and 
profusion or depth of bloom, and who 
with an eye for flowers does not recall 
losing her heart last summer to a 
trellised hedge of sweet peas or 
elump of pansies with serious uplift- 
ed faces, There was a notable ledge 
of sweet peas on Fourth street, a su- 
perb collection of pansies on Namayo 
and both growing in charming pro- 
fusion in a big garden on the cliff-end 
of Fitth etreet. Phere were other 
beauty spots of these flowers oi 
course, Whieh elude the meimory now, 
but it is to be jhoped there will be 
many more this summer, 

For those who contemplate having 
a garden this summer, here are a 
few words of counsel from a garden 
auathority—not the writer, To begin 
with, sweet peas, which are the firet 
seeds to go into the ground in the 
ordinary garden! They love cold, 
moist earth, and you may put them 
in without fear just as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground, There is 
no need to be nervous about any- 
thing that may happen afterwards. 
When the ground is ready to work, in 
vo the sweet peas, There is more 
danger of being too late than teo 
early, 

Plant them in trenches, Make these 
trenches four to six inches deep, but 
cover the seeds with only about two 
inches of soil. Sow them pretty 
thick, and as they vome up, thin 
down to about seven or eight inches 
apart, As they grow, ridge the earth 
up around them till they stand on 
ridges more than an inche above the 
surrounding. ground,

A picture recentiy published in an 
illustrated journal from | Europe re- 
calls the delightfully entertaining 
part of the Baron Von Hohenstaufen 
taken by Clay Clement here recently 
ip. his play, “The New Dominion.” 
The picture is of an ancient German 
eastle—towers, turrets and donjons 
built in a wild district of Alsace, The 
massive walls and keep, the forbid- 
ding gates and drawbridge, the wick 
courtyard and its bastioned walls are 
eloquent of the rude chivalry of the 
past and untold assaults. 

This old castle set among the hills 
und forests of Alsace is the old patri- 
mony of the Hohenstaufens, but no 
baron of the name, tancied or real, 
can invite his American friends over 
there for a summer to revenge him- 
self on their laughter at his pictur- 
esque broken English—because long 
centuries ago the castle and its dun- 
geons passed out of the hands of the 
Hohenstaufens. 

In the twelfth century it was taken 
by the Dukes of Lorraine, and after 
many vicissitudes in times of peace 
and war its storied walls have come 
into the possession of Emperor Wil- 
liam. It was presented to him by 
the town of Schlettstade in 1899, and 
since then it has been completely re- 
stored to its old splendor. The 
Reichstag granted 1,000,100 marks to- 
ward its restoration, and the Kaiser 
bore the remainder of the expense, 

It is now complete, this Hohkonigs- 
burg, the finest and largest castle in 
Alsace, the old home of the Hohen.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinees exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-staaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
aver 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acrea, more or 
less, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain ton. 
ditions by the father, mother, — son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry ot cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expehse of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cani on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry haa been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

\n application for concellation must 
he made in person, The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until that application has 
heen disposed of. 

Where an entry ia cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
| relinquish i¢ in favour of father, mother, 
json, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment.
